In view of the Decision On Petition To Correct Inventorship dated May 25, 2005, 
Applicants renew the request to correct the inventorship of the above-identified application to 
add inventor Hans Skutberg, who was inadvertently omitted, and delete inventor Daniel 
Wappling, who was inadvertently included.

Applicants submit herewith a copy of the assignment by all of the inventors to ABB 
AB, which was submitted for recording in this case on May 5, 2005. As is apparent from the 
assignment, ABB is the assignee of the entire right, title and interest in this case. 

The Decision asserted that the declaration was improper, referring to MPEP 201 .03. 
This section addresses situations where all of the inventors are not listed on the declaration 
and then a complete declaration is assembled from the declarations only listing each inventor. 
That is not the case here, where all of the inventors appear on the second page of the 
declaration. There is no chance that each inventor did not sign a declaration that listed all of 
the inventors. Nevertheless, Applicants attach hereto pages 1 and 2 of each declaration for 
each inventor. 

Applicants respectfully request that the inventorship of this application be corrected.
